This  report  differs  from  that  of 
1948,  in  that  all  roforoncos  to  tho  health  services  operated 
by  tho  West  Riding  Coxmty  Council  (the  local  Health  Authority 
for  tho  district),  have  boon  removed  from  tho  main  report  and 
included  as  an  Append!:';. 

Those  services  are  organised  on  a  divisional  basis, 
and  as  No,  1  Division  includes  tho  urban  districts  of  Silsden, 
3arby,  Bamolds\';ick  and  Skipton,  and  tho  rural  district  of 
Skipton,  it  is  difficult  to  break  dovm  tho  details  and  at  tho 
same  time  make  an  adequate  commontary  on  tho  ^TOrk.  It  v;as 
therefore  considered  that  a  comprohonsivo  divisional  report 
would  bo  more  informative  and  valuable;  although  a  close 
liaison  is  maintained  botTvoon  tho  Local  Authority  and  Local 
Health  Authority  in  tho  day  to  day  work  of  both  organisations, 

Tho  report  shows  that  tho  health  of  tho  district  Tjas  generally 
satisfactoiy  during  tho  year,  tho  vital  statistics  and  infectious 
disease  rates  comparing  favourably  vjith  those  for  England  and 
V/alos  as  a  whole.  Further  roforonco  to  those  matters  is  made 
under  tho  appropriate  sections,

OnTTirgentary  on  Vital  Statistics 

Births:  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  birth  rate,  the  figure 

being  16,7  for  both  Skipton  and  England  and  Wales.  In  1948, 
the  figures  were  17,0  and  17,9  respectively. 
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Deaths ;  The  death  rate  of  14, 85  is  higher  than  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales  (11,7),  and  above  the  1948  rate  of  12,9 

The  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  Importance  were;- 

Heart  Diseases 
Cancer 

Intracranial  vascular  lesions 
Chest  Diseases 

Deaths  from  Cancer  show  a  marked  increase,  there  being  41  deaths 
compared  with  23  in  1948* 

Infantile  Mortality; 

A  rate  of  31  compares  favourably  with  32  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  is  considerably  better  than  last  year’s  rate  of  48,  Whilst 
there  is  a  satisfactory  improvement,  it  provides  no  grounds  for 
complacency,  and  further  reductions  should  be  possible. 

Maternal  Mortality; 

There  were  again  no  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  or  other 
maternal  causes. 


Section  B 

Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


1,  General 


The  home  nursing,  midwifery,  health  visiting,  ambulance,  mental 
health  and  home  help  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Co\mcil,  and 
dealt  with  in  the  appendix.  Reference  will  also  be  found  there  to  clinic 
arrangements,  vaccination  and  immunisation,  the  prevention  of  illness, 
and  the  Welfare  Services  provided  imder  the  National  Assistance  Act, 

2,  Laboratory  Sejnrices 


The  laboratories  at  Wakefield  and  Bradford,  novf  operated  by  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  are  available.  They  have  provided  an  excellent 
service,  and  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  respective  directors  has  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

As  the  time  factor  is  of  importance  in  the  transmission  of  many 
specimens,  increasing  use  has  been  made  of  the  Bradford  Laboratory  and 
the  bus  service  to  that  city. 
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3*  Venereal  Diseases 


Notification  of  these  diseases  is  not  made  to  the  liedical  Officer 
of  Health,  hut  the  County  Venereologist  has  been  able  to  provide 
certain  figures.  During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  attending 
special  treatment  centres  was  eleven,  eight  being  cases  of  syphilis. 

Facilities  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  available  at  the 
Keighley,  leeds  and  Bradford  hospitals:  and  certain  medical 
practitioners  in  the  district  provide  a  modified  service.  The  County 
Council  employs  a  social  worker  to  follow  up  cases  and  contacts  when 
required, 

4,  Blind  Persons 


There  are  49  blind  persons  registered  in  the  district,  14  being 
in  hospital.  Supervision  is  given  by  the  Blind  Persons  Teacher 
employed  by  the  County  Council,  and  specialist  examinations  are 
carried  out  periodically  by  an  ophthalmologist, 

5,  Tuberculosis 


There  were  two  notifications  of  pulmonary,  and  two  of  nonpulmonary 
tuborculosis  during  the  year,  one  male  and  throe  females.  There  wore 
fivo  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  giving  a  death  rate  of  0,44 
compared  with  0,45  for  England  and  Wales, 

Although  the  conduct  of  tho  tuberculosis  dispensaries  and  chest 
clinics  and  tho  treatment  of  patients  is  now  tho  responsibility  of  tho 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  tuborculosis  is  still  essentially  a  public 
health  matter.  For  it  is  a  social  disease  and  as  much,  if  not  more 
a  socio-oconomic  and  public  health  problem  as  it  is  a  medical  and 
surgical  problem,  A  co-ordination  of  the  tuborculosis  service  must 
therefore  be  achieved,  and  a  close  liaison  maintained  by  consult¬ 
ations  vmth  tho  chest  physician,  and  tho  health  visitor  appointed  by 
tho  County  Council  to  assist  him.  In  addition,  action  has  been  taken 
wherever  possible  to  help  tho  tuberculous  patient  with  housing 
difficulties:  and  to  provide  extra  milk  and  other  ancillary  benefits, 

Tho  shortage  of  sanatorium  bods  persists,  and  waiting  lists  are 
longer.  This  means  that  many  patients  are  in  the  community  spreading 
infection;  others  are  passing  from  the  curable  to  the  incurable  stage. 
Truly  a  most  serious  and  regrettable  situation. 

Two  important  developments  which  occurred  in  this  country  during 
the  year  are  worthy  of  note.  The  first  being  the  introduction  of 
B.C,G,,  vaccine  from  Denmark,  for  use  in  raising  the  immunity  of 
individuals  who  are  especially  susceptible  or  exposed  to  the  risks 
of  infection. 


The  second  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Millc  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944 
which  came  into  operation  in  October,  aad  should  go  far  towards  abolishing 
the  deaths,  invalidism  and  crippling  which  have  in  the  past  resulted  from 
infection  v/ith  the  bovine  tuberculosis  germ, 

6,  Infectious  Diseases 

Reference  to  the  accompanying  table  shows  that  the  incidence  of 
infect iovis  diseases  has  been  low  except  for  outbreaks  of  measles  and 
whooping  cough*  However,  these  were  not  very  extensive,  there  being 
99  cases  of  measles  and  23  of  whooping  cough,  compared  with  336  and  72 
respectively  in  the  proceeding  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  the  district  was 
fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis. 

7,  Hospital  Services 

Whilst  the  Skipton  General  Hospital  provides  an  adequate 
service  for  tho  tom  and  the  adjoining  parts  of  the  rural  districts,  - 
patients  from  further  afield  in  Craven  frequently  have  to  travel  long 
distances  to  secure  hospital  treatment.  This  should  not  bo  necessary, 
for  Skipton  is  tho  natural  centre  of  a  huge  area,  and  its  hospital 
ser^/ices  should  thoroforo  bo  expanded.  The  demand  exists  and  there 
is  space  for  expansion  at  tho  Gonoral,  Maternity  and  Eaikoswood 
Hospitals,  In  fact,  tho  development  of  Skipton  as  a  first  class 
hospital  centre  is  long  overdue.

As  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  received  during  the 
year,  it  is  considered  unlikely  that  any  severe  infections  of  this 
type  occurred.  Ilinor  infections,  whilst  occurring  more  frequently, 
nay  not  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  a  doctor. 

The  district  may  therefore  be  considered  fortimate  as  the 
standards  of  food  storage,  cleanliness  and  general  hygiene  are  by  no 
means  entirely  satisfactory;  and  until  a  higher  standard  is  reached 
and  maintained  generally,  the  danger  remains.  Particularly  as  the 
practice  of  taking  meals  in  hotels,  cafes  and  canteens  has  now  become 
a  national  habit,  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  population 
at  risk, 

9,  A  Note  on  the  School  Health  Service 


The  latest  roport  of  the  Chief  Hedical  Officer  of  the  Ilinistry 
of  Education  contains  the  following  paragraph,  "However  comprohensivo 
may  bo  the  provision  of  health  seir/ices  for  adults,  it  will  alimys 
be  true  to  say  that  the  national  health  and  standard  of  national 
physique  are  dependent  to  a  largo  measure  upon  the  health  and  physical 
condition  of  the  children.  It  is  clear  that  the  years  of  school 
lifo  present  their  own  problems  and  however  complete  the  health 
seivicoB  for  the  adult  population  may  bo,  it  will  still  require  to  bo 
supplomontod  by  a  school  health  service  to  deal  with  their  special 
problems" ,

JtcporiencG  in  this  Division  of  tho  West  Riding  shows  that 
dospito  tho  introduction  of  tho  National  Health  Sorvico,  tho  nocd  for 
a  school  hoalth  sorvico  is  in  no  i/iray  dininishod.  Routino  inspections 
have  thoroforo  boon  maintained,  and  continue  to  produce  a  variety  of 
defects  requiring  treatment  or  observation  which  might  otherwise  havo 
boon  nogloctod.  Handicapped  pupils  and  ’special’  cases  continue  to 
rccoivo  supervision  from,  doctors  and  school  nursos,  some  of  the  more 
sovcrol3''  handicapped  being  admitted  to  boarding  schools  with  special 
educational  facilities, 

Tho  specialist  clinics  for  oar,  no so  and  throat  cases, 
orthopaedic  conditions,  eyo  defects,  child  guidonco  and  Speech 
thorapy  havo  been  continued  along  with  the  school  clinics  at  Skipton 
and  Bamoldswick;  and  a  close  liaison  maintained  at  all  times  with 
tho  teachers,  tho  familj^  modical  practitioners,  chest  physician,  or 
other  specialist  concomod.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  imdertaking  is  controlled  by  the  Council,  and  is 
superyised  by  the  Surveyor  and  Vfater  Engineer.  In  addition  to  supplying 
the  needs  of  the  urban  district,  a  bulk  supply  agreement  is  in 
operation  viith  the  Skipton  Rural  District  Council  to  supply  Eabsay 
village;  and  nogotiations  for  further  bulk  supplies  are  proceeding. 

The  reservoir  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  Embsay  Moor  and  it 
has  a  capacity  of  175,436,500  gallons,  and  a  top  v;ater  level  of  700  feet 
above  ordnance  datum.  The  area  of  the  gathering  ground  is  663  acres, 
the  depth  of  the  roservoir  is  56  feot,  and  the  water  area  E6-g-  acres. 

The  vrciter  is  conveyed  to  the  town  by  a  12”  trunk  main,  and 
tho  avorago  daily  consumption  in  the  urban  aroa  is  approsimatoly 
646,000  gallons,  and  in  Enbsay  village  35,000  gallons. 

A  filtration  plant  is  installed,  consisting  of  eight  Candy 
Pressure  Filters,  together  with  an  apparatus  for  injecting  Sulphate 
of  Alumina  and  Hydrate  of  Lime.  During  tho  War  a  chlorination  plant 
was  installed  and  this  is  still  in  regular  use. 


Tho  supply  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  Even 
after  the  period  of  drought  experienced  during  the  summer  months, the 
lovrast  recording  of  water  in  tho  reservoir  was  83,500,000  gallons, 
sui'ficiont  for  122  days  supply.

There  is  a  covered  swimniing  bath  and  an  open-air  pool  which  are 
used  by  the  general  public*  Those  wore  purchased  by  the  Council  in  1909* 
The  covered  bath  is  25  yards  long  and  6  yards  wido,  and  the  depths  vary 
from  4  feet  to  6  feot.  Tho  pool  is  fillod  from  Whinny  Gill  Reservoir, 
and  is  300  feet  long  by  100  foot  wido,  varying  in  depth  from  4  feot  to 
12  foot. 


There  is  another  swimming  bath,  which  is  situated  on  tho  Grammar 
School  promises.  It  is  only  used  by  tho  students,  and  is  controlled 
West  Riding  County  Council.  To  ensure  a  reasonable  standard  of  purity  of  tho 
water  a  chlorination  plant  is  installed,  and  is  in  regular  use. 
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Tho  covorod  swimming  bath,  belonging  to  tho  Council,  has 
no  chlorination  plant  installed,  but  tho  wator  is  treated  with  chloros. 
Regular  tests  aro  made  for  tho  purpose  of  ascertaining  tho  froo  chlorine 
content  of  the  water. 

In  July,  a  report  was  made  to  tho  Health  Committee  of  tho 
Council  expressing  concern  about  tho  opon-air  bath.  In  tho  report  it  was 
pointed  out  that  thoro  vrero  no  moans  of  chlorination;  dust  and  debris 
v/oro  liable  to  ontor  tho  viator  and  thoro  was  pollution  from  mud  from  the 
floor  of  the  bath,  resulting  in  hoavy  contamination.  Attempts  at 
chlorination  woro  not  practicable,  as  thoro  was  too  hoavy  a  volume,  and 
it  could  not  mix  properly  as  there  was  no  flow.  Tho  only  satisfactory 
remedy  would  bo  to  install  a  chlorination  plant,  and  to  rondor  tho 
bottom  and  sides.  As  a  result  tho  Council  docidod  to  closo  the  bathing 
pool  except  during  tho  height  of  tho  summer  season,  and  that  the 
Survoyor  confer  with  tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  regard  to  tho 
chlorination  of  tho  pool  when  it  was  in  use. 

The  bacteriological  results  of  samples  of  wator  taken  from 
tho  covorod  bath  and  opon-air  pool  woro  as  follows;-

There  Tns  an  estension  of  the  sewers  on  the  Eorso  Close  Sstato  v/hero  the 
construction  of  Council  houses  is  in  progress.  The  length  of  new  surface 
water  sevrers  constructed  v;as  140  yards  of  18'’  concrete  pipes. 

The  SevTage  Disposal  VJorks  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Coimcil’s  Surveyor.  The  methods  of  treatment  vjoro  satisfactory,  and 
there  wore  no  complaints  of  pollution. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  aro  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
all  drainage  vrork,  except  when  such  v/ork  is  submitted  on  a  building  plan. 

The  Surveyor  is  then  responsible  for  the  supervision. 

The  Inspectors  made  two  hundred  and  ninety-three  visits  to 
properties,  to  inspect  and  test  now  and  existing  drains. 

Closet  JLCG ommodation; 

Practically  the  vfhole  of  the  tovjn  is  on  the  water-carriage 
system.  With  the  exception  of  the  outlying  fams,  there  aro  only  fivo 
pail  closets.  Pour  of  those  aro  situated  near  the  centre  of  tho  tovm,  and 
one  on  tho  outskirts.  They  arc  incapable  of  being  converted  ov^ing  to  their 
position  in  relation  to  the  sower,  but  four  pails  are  situated  on  properties 
77hich,  at  some  future  timo,  -vTill  bo  dealt  vdth  under  tho  provisions  of  tho 
Housing  Jwct, 


The  approximate  number  of  sanitary  conveniences  is;  4,253  fresh 
water-closets,  8  ■t'/asto  vra-ter-closets ,  5  pail  closets, 

RCYSPS  XsD  STHSL'illS. 

The  V/ost  Riding  Rivers  Board  is  the  supervising  authority.  The 
Sanitary  Inspectors  observed  no  instances  of  pollution,  and  no  complaints 
were  received  by  the  department.

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The  work  carried  out  included,  in  addition  to  the  construction 
of  more  sanitary  accommodation  at  four  factories,  the  reconstruction  of  the 
conveniences  at  three  promises,  repairs,  provision  of  artificial  lighting 
and  intervening  ventilated  spaces  to  sanitary  conveniences  at  sixteen 
factories , 


There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  sanitary 
conveniences.  In  most  cases  the  occupiers  were  co-operative,  and  had  a 
desire  to  provide  satisfactory  and  clean  accommodation  for  the  use  of  the 
employees,  but  it  vras  observed  that  some  of  the  employees  did  not  assist  in 
maintaining  the  standard  of  cleanliness  expected, 

OUTtTOHCERS: 

There  are  three  outworkers’  premises  on  the  register,  and  in 
each  case  the  work  is  associated  with  textile  weaving.  Six  inspections  were 
made  and  the  premises  wore  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory* 

V/OEKPLAjCBS; 


Twelve  inspections  wore  made  of  these  premises  regarding  the 
sufficiency  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  adequacy  of  ventilation  and  the 
prevention  of  overcrowding.  At  one  office  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  to  be  insufficient,  and  on  request  additional  accommodation  was 
provided.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  MD  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Chief  Samitary  Inspector,  and  the  Council’s  own  employees  are  engaged 
on  the  work. 

Throe  7  cubic  yards  "Earrior’'  Bantams  are  in  full  service.  One 
new  vehicle  was  purchased,  and  one  vehicle  was  re -conditioned  and  retained 
for  relief  work  during  heavy  collection  periods.  It  was  only  possible  to 
make  use  of  the  additional  vehicle  for  a  period  of  foiirtoon  days. 

The  establishment  of  the  department  is  throe  motor  drivers  and 
nine  ashmen.  The  town  is  divided  into  three  collection  districts,  and  a  team 
comprising  a  driver  and  two  ashmen,  is  responsible  for  the  collection  of 
refuse  in  each  district.  One  vjorkman  acts  as  tipman,  and  two  workmen  are 
engaged  on  salvage  work,  and  relief  work  on  the  districts. 
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It  has  beon  Yory  difficult  to  maintain  a  roasonablo 
collection  service  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour,  ropoatod  changes 
of  staff,  sickness,  a  reduced  working  week,  and  tho  increase  in  the  amount 
of  refuse.  In  addition,  thoro  is  nov/  refuse  to  collect  from  a  further 
147  houses.  Those  houses  are  of  a  type  which  entail  carrying  long 
distances.  New  houses  will  increase  in  number,  and  it  is  felt  that  tho 
use  of  more  refuse  vehicles  and  v;orkmon  will  not  achieve  tho  desired 
results.  A  more  occnomic  and  efficient  method  would  bo  tho  complete 
abolition  of  all  ashpits  and  tho  provision  of  dustbins.  In  addition, 
it  vrould  groatly  assist  if  more  care  were  exercised  by  householders 
as  to  tho  t3rpo  of  refuse  they  put  out  for  collection.  It  has  been 
observed,  particularly  in  tho  case  of  ashpits,  that  every  typo  of 
offensive  refuse  is  deposited  in  them.  This  practice  impedes  tho  work¬ 
men  in  tho  execution  of  their  duties,  and  tends  to  make  tho  work 
nauseating.  Dustbins  arc  more  speedily  emptied  and  more  hygienic.  There 
is  also  loss  tendency  for  dustbins  to  bo  used  for  offensive  material, 
contractors’  refuse,  v/all  paper  strippings  and  garden  refuse. 

Controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  on  land  situated 
off  Carloton  Road  and  Ings  Lone.  A  further  tip  is  in  use  in  the 
Shortbank  Road  district.  This  tip  is  only  used  for  tho  disposal  of  dye 
and  contractors’  refuse. 

The  department  was  instrumental  in  arranging  for  eighteen 
ashpits  to  bo  replaced  by  sixty-six  dustbins.  The  refuse  accommodation 
at  tho  end  of  the  year  v;as  as  follows:  approximately  951  ashpits  and 
3,146  dustbins. 


Tbe  Council  has  undertaken  tho  collection  of  Trade  refuse. 
Traders  are  required  to  enter  into  on  agreement  v/ith  the  Coimcil  to  pay 
a  fixed  quarterly  charge  for  collection,  based  on  an  amount  of  refuse  to 
bo  agreed  upon  in  advance,  A  special  charge  is  made  to  persons  wishing 
to  use  tho  Co\mcil’s  tips  for  tho  deposit  of  refuse. 

Salvage ; 


In  Juno,  tho  Board  of  Trade  notified  local  authorities 
of  tho  existence  of  surplus  stocks  of  waste  paper.  Some  authorities  had 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  those  stocks,  but  those  conditions  did  not 
affect  tho  sales  of  this  local  authority  until  after  tho  Board  of  Trade 
decided  to  remove  tho  compulsory  salvage  obligations  by  the  cancellation 
of  tho  existing  Directions  under  tho  various  Regulations,  In  July,  tho 
Paper  Merchants  notified  tho  department  that  tho  price  per  ton  would  bo 
reduced  from  £6.  7s,  6d.  to  £3.  10s. 

Tho  department  continued  with  the  baling  of  paper,  but  the 
only  real  advantage  derived  from  this  work  was  that  it  was  a  satisfactory 
method  of  disposal,  and  tho  alternative  to  tho  expenditure  that  would 
bo  incurred  in  employing  any  other  method. 
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The  sclioiae  is  still  in  operation  for  the  collection  of  kitchen 
waste.  There  are  tvro  hundred  and  eighty  kitchen  waste  bins  deposited  in  the 
district,  and  those  are  provided  hy  a  pig-kooper.

Imciediate  attontion  is  givon  to  complaints  of  the  presence  of 
rats  and  mice  on  premises. 


A  IC/j  test  was  carried  out  on  the  Council’s  sewers.  Twenty~three 
manholes  vroro  pro-baited,  and  none  of  the  bait  was  taken. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  vjas  treated  on  two  occasions.  Thirty- 
tvro  and  tv;onty-two  pro-baits  of  sausage  rusk  were  laid,  followed  by  the  same 
number  of  poison-baits  of  a  mixture  of  sausage  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide, 
/iccording  to  the  Ministry’s  Tables,  the  estimatod  kills  were  165  and  90  rats 
respectively.

TINTS ,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 


There  were  no  tents,  vans  or  sheds  used  for  human  habitation 
vxhich  came  within  the  provisions  of  section  268  and  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

PLACES  OP  PUBLIC  aTTPRIAJNI  lENT . 

(RS?RESHII3HT  HOUSES,  PUBLIC  HOUSES,  etc.) 

A  local  authority  may  by  notice  under  Section  89  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  require  the  ov/ner  or  occupier  of  any  inn,  public 
house,  beer-house,  refreshment  house  or  place  of  public  entertainment,  to 
provide  and  maintain  iii  a  suitable  position  such  number  of  sanitary 
conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the  premises  as  may  be 
reasonable • 

Sloven  promises  wore  found  to  bo  satisfactory,  and  six 
unsatisfactory,  on  the  following  grounds:- 

Insufficiont  and  defective 

sanitary  conveniences  6 

Defective  sanitary  convonioncos  1 

The  insufficient  and  defective  convonioncos  wore  all  found 
at  inns  in  the  district,  and  the  dofoctivo  convenience  at  a  refreshment 
house.  A  now  modem  sanitary  .annex  was  constructed  at  one  inn,  and  the 
reconstruction  of  the  sanitary  convonioncos  at  another  wore  nearing  • 
completion  at  the  ond  of  the  year.  Architects  and  contractors  had  the 
requirements  in  hand  at  throe  promises. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  refreshment  house  wore  made 

satisfactory. 
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SCHOOIS. 


There  are  two  grammar  schools,  one  private  school,  one  art 
school  and  technical  institute,  one  secondary  modem,  two  primary  and  three 
junior  mixed  and  infant  schools,  T\'/enty-six  inspections  were  made,  excluding 
those  visits  made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

There  was  a  number  of  outstanding  requirements  at  the  end  of 
1948,  which  were  given  attention  in  the  early  part  of  1949, 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  one  primary  school  were  found  to 
be  defective  and  dirty.  The  school  managers  were  notified,  and  the  department 
was  given  an  assurance  that  the  work  would  be  given  attention. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  showed  an  improvement  over 
the  previous  year. 

FILTETT  OR  VEMIMOUS  PRSIvilSES. 


Tv/enty-three  inspections  were  made  of  alleged  filthy  and 
verminous  houses,  Pour  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs,  and 
these  wore  treated  under  the  supervision  of  the  department.  An  insecticide, 
containing  5‘/.'  D,D,T,,  was  used  with  vary  successful  results, 

HOUSING, 

More  progress  vra.s  made  in  the  carrying  out  of  essential  repairs 
to  houses  under  tho  provisions  of  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  The 
position  in  tho  supply  of  labour  and  materials  was  somevihat  easier,  but  there 
is  still  a  reluctance  on  tho  part  of  omers  to  carry  out  repairs  because  of 
increased  costs  without  corresponding  adjustment  of  rents.  These  conditions 
greatly  add  to  the  difficulties  of  the  department,  and  they  are  made  more 
evident  by  tho  increased  number  of  statutory  notices  which  had  to  bo  served. 

Although  there  is  a  large  number  of  houses  which  fall  within 
tho  scope  of  tho  provisions  of  tho  Housing  Act,  it  has  not  been  practicable 
to  carry  out  major  reconditioning  or  demolition  of  properties,  owing  to  tho 
position  in  tho  building  trade,  and  tho  necessity  for  concentration  on  tho 
erection  of  now  houses.  It  is  felt  that  if  tho  provisions  of  tho  Housing 
Act,  1949,  are  oxorcisod  to  tho  full  they  will  make  a  substantial  contribution 
to  tho  improvomont  of  a  n\mibor  of  tho  existing  properties, 

Blghty-three  Council  houses  of  the  three  bedroom  typo  were 
completed,  malcing  a  total  of  one  huadred  and  forty-seven  houses  erected  in 
the  post-war  years.  The  method  of  letting  Council  houses  is  by  a  carefully 
prepared  points  scheme.  The  scheme  was  revised,  as  a  result  of  previous 
experience,  in  order  to  ensure  that  priority  of  lettings  vrould  be  made  to 
applicants  considered  in  the  greatest  need  i,e,  families  living  in  rooms 
and  in  overcrowded  conditions.

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On  the  1st*  October,  1949,  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies) 
Act,  1944,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Act,  1949,  came  into  operation. 
On  the  same  date  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  (Iig.w  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  also  became  law.  The 
supervision  of  the  production  of  milk  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  local  authorities  retain  the  responsibility 
for  the  supervision  of  the  distribution  of  milk.  The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority, 
which  is  the  County  Coimcil,  now  carries  out  tho  licensing  and  supervision 
of  the  heat  treatment  of  milk.  The  supervision  of  tho  handling,  bottling 
and  sale  of  tuberculin  tested,  and  the  sale  of  heat  treated  milk  is  tho 
responsibility  of  local  authorities. 

As  there  were  only  seven  milk  producing  farms  in  the  Urban  Area, 
tho  introduction  of  the  new  legislation  has  not  materially  affected  tho  work 
of  tho  department. 

Fifty-five  visits  were  made  in  the  supervision  of  tho  production, 
handling  and  distribution  of  milk.  All  of  the  distributors,  except  one, 
cleanse  their  chums,  hand-cans  etc.,  at  tho  place  of  production  or  at  a 
local  dairy.  This  dairy  rocoivos  milk  from  producers  in  Skipton  and  district, 
Tho  ungraded  milk  is  pasteurised  by  the  '*high  tomporaturo  short  time  process”, 
and  sold  to  retailors  in  tho  area  and  some  of  the  larger  towns.  Tuberculin 
tested  milk  is  also  received  in  bulk,  and  bottled  raw  or  processed.  In 
Docember,  1948,  on  considering  tho  applications  for  tho  renewal  of  licences, 
the  Council  was  concerned  about  tho  unsatisfactory  reports  submitted  as  to 
the  general  cleanliness,  and  tho  arrangements  made  for  tho  handling  of 
tuborculin  tested  milk  at  this  dairy,  and  as  a  result  tho  licence  was  refused. 
The  Directors  of  tho  dairy  company  made  representations  to  tho  Health 
Committee  of  tho  Council,  and  gavo  an  undertaking  that  extensive  alterations 
would  bo  carried  out,  additional  plant  installed,  and  that  tho  general  standard 
of  cleanliness  would  improve.  The  Comcil  agreed  to  accept  the  undertaking 
and  granted  a  licence.  Although  an  architect  was  instructed  to  proparo  plans 
for  the  proposed  extension,  tho  method  of  handling  milk  and  tho  standard  of 
cleanliness  gradually  deteriorated.  Further  warnings  were  given,  but  with 
very  little  effect.  As  a  result,  a  special  report  was  made  to  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  Coimcil,  and  it  was  decided  to  consider  tho  revocation  of 
tho  licence  to  bottle  tuberculin  tested  milk.  Representations  were  made  by 
tho  company  at  a  special  mooting  of  tho  Health  Committee  hold  on  tho  17th, 
October,  1949,  After  the  hearing  tho  Health  Committee  was  satisfied  that 
there  had  been  a  broach  of  tho  conditions  of  licence,  and  consequently 
tho  licence  was  revoked.  The  company  appealed  to  tho  Ministry  of  Food,  and 
a  decision  on  tho  appeal  had  not  been  decided  at  tho  end  of  the  year,

examination.  On  receiving  unsatisfactory  reports,  investigations  wore  made, 
and  afterwards  further  samples  wore  obtained:-

SLAUGHTER  OF  MULMB  ACT,  1933, 


There  aro  forty-three  licenced  slaughteimen  on  the  register. 

On  the  1st,  March,  1947,  Section  1  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933 
was  brought  into  operation  for  the  compulsory  stunning  of  sheep  with  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument.  The  Council  purchased  electrical  stunning 
apparatus,  and  the  Slaughterhouse  Attendant  stuns  all  sheep  and  lambs.  The 
slaughteimen  carry  out  the  stunning  of  all  other  animals.

RETAIL  SHOPS  AND  STALLS. 


Sovontoon  visits  vroro  mado  and  tho  standard  of  cloanlinoss 
was  found  to  bo  good, 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938, 

Every  attempt  was  mado  by  tho  department  to  improve  the  standard 
of  hygiene  under  which  food,  including  icc-croam,  is  prepared,  stored,  or  sold, 
Tho  Health  Committee  of  the  Council  gave  every  support  in  the  action  taken  to 
improve  conditions,  and  v/elcomed  the  issue  of  the  Model  Byelaws  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  relating  to  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  in 
connection  with  the  handling,  wraptping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  sale  of  food  in 
the  open-air.  Draft  byelaws  were  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Food  for  his  confirmation.  Whilst  these  byelaws  are  not  as  far 
reaching  as  ono  may  desire,  they  are ,novortheloss ,  a  step  in  the  right  direction, 
particularly,  as  far  as  tho  sale  of  food  in  tho  opon-air  is  concomed. 
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The  department  realised  the  potential  dangers  from  food 
being  handled  in  an  \msatisfactory  manner  on  fair-grounds  and  at  galas. 

As  the  handling  of  food  under  such  conditions  cannot  be  controlled  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  an  approach  was 
■  T'.de  to  the  organisers  of  these  events  and  in  every  case  their  whole- 
-arted  co-operation  was  secured.  Arrangements  were  made  that  persons 
’  ishing  to  sell  food,  including  ice-cream,  should  first  receive  the 
approval  of  the  department  as  to  their  equipment  and  general  arrangements.

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Tho  premises  producing  ice-cream  by  the  hot  mix  process 
are  now  fully  equipped  to  comply  with  the  Ice-Cream  (Hoat  Treatment  etc.) 
Regulations,  At  one  of  tho  factories  considerable  trouble  was  caused  by 
contamination  in  the  plant,  giving  rise  to  a  series  of  samples  falling 
within  Provisional  Grade  4.  After  taking  samples  at  tho  varying  stages 
of  production,  and  making  a  detailed  examination  of  the  plant,  methods 
of  cleansing  etc.,  the  point  of  contamination  was  traced.  Subsequent 
samples  vjore  taken,  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 
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One  produces?  of  ice-cream,  by  the  cold  mix  process,  was  found 
on  investigation  to  be  allowing  the  mixture  to  stand  for  varying  periods 
before  freezing  thus  giving  rise  to  unsatisfactory  samples.  After  being 
informed  of  his  neglect  in  the  treatment  of  the  mixture,  the  error  was 
rectified,  and  there  were  no  further  grounds  for  complaint. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  supervision  of  premises 
used  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice-cream.  At  all  registered  premises  ice-cream 
was  stored  and  sold  from  refrigerators,  Tno  vendors  were  warned  for  not 
observing  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  in  handling,  and  one  for 
having  dirty  utensils  and  refrigerator. 

Six  premises  were  foimd  not  to  have  satisfactory  washing 
facilities.  Wash-hand  basins  v/ith  a  constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water 
were  provided  in  all  cases. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  manufacturers  were  very  co-operative, 
and  expressed  a  dosiro  to  produce  a  clean  commodity,

There  are  eleven  persons  carrying  on  the  trade  of  fish-frying. 
One  of  the  premises  had  unsatisfactory  arrangements  for  the  preparation 
of  food.  A  notice  was  served  on  the  occupier,  requiring  the  provision 
of  a  moJ^sb  satisfactory  building.  Plans  of  a  proposed  new  structure 
were  submitted  to  the  Council,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  department.  There  is  one  mobile  fish-frying  van  operating  in  the 
district.  The  premises  used  by  the  person  operating  the  van  were  found 
to  be  totally  unsatisfactory.  A  notice  was  served  on  the  occupier,  and 
as  a  result  alternative  premises  v/ere  provided  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.

Social  conditions  vary  therefore  from  densely  populated  small 
towns  to  sparsely  inhabited  rural  areas;  and  those  differences 
accentuate  the  difficulites  of  administration. 


Despite  a  certain  amo\mt  of  building,  housing  is  still  a  great 
problem  and  many  people  are  living  in  very  overcrowded  and  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions.  The  ill  effects  which  result,  both  physical  and 
psychological,  are  profound  and  far  reaching.  This  is  particularly 
unfortunate  when  there  is  full  employment  available  for  men  and  women, 
and  when  they  are  in  a  position  to  increase  their  stand  ird  of  living 
by  the  purchase  of  food,  clothing  and  furniture.

Tho  Division  has  been  fortunate  in  having  a  fairly  full 
complement  of  staff  throughout  tho  year,-  duo  partly  no  doubt  to  its  attractive 
surroundings.  Monthly  staff  conferences  have  again  boon  hold  during  the  year, 
and  have  dono  much  to  stimulate  onthusiasm,  retain  interest,  and  increase 
co-operation  in  our  work.  Although  the  health  and  medical  services  are  today 
tho  concern  of  many  individuals,  agencies  and  authorities,  co-operation  must 
be  tho  keynote  if  tho  community  is  to  derive  the  maximum  benefit  from  those 
services.  It  is  therefore  our  aim  to  offer  all  possible  assistance  to 
patients,  general  practitioners,  and  tho  hospitals,  and  considerable  progress 
has  boen  made  in  this  direction  during  tho  year. 

Although  tho  district  sanitary  inspectors  are  not  employed  by  tho 
County  Council,  existing  arrangements  permit  a  most  satisfactory  integration  of 
the  health  services  provided  by  tho  Local  Authorities  and  by  tho  County  Council. 
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3.  Hoalth  Gontres. 

Under  tho  National  Hoalth  Service  Act  tho  County  Council  (as 
tho  local  hoalth  authority)  is  rosponsiblo  for  tho  provision,  equip- 
mont  and  maintainanco  of  hoalth  centres,  eind  tho  provision  of  staff 
othor  than  medical  practitioners.  Throughout  tho  cotmtry  generally 
very  little  action  has  heon  taken  to  implomont  this  responsibility; 
nor  is  it  likely  to  bo  until  our  economic  position  improves.  Although 
all  our  clinics  aro  hold  in  buildings  quite  unsuited  for  tho  purpose, 
it  is  thorofore  likoly  to  bo  some  considorablo  timo  before  wo  possess 
ovon  ono  modem  clinic.  Lack  of  space  and  poor  clinic  facilities 
greatly  increase  tho  work  of  tho  staff,  and  reduce  tho  value  of  tho 
clinics;  but  despite  this,  tho  attondancos  have  incroasod  in  most 
cases  and  much  valuable  work  has  boon  done. 

The  divisional  hoalth  office  premises  are  also  far  from 
satisfactory,  smd  the  acquisition  of  a  building  which  could  also  be 
used  as  a  central  clinic  would  provide  a  solution  to  many  existing 
difficulties.

The  County  Council’s  Hostol  at  Brighouse  has  boon  available 
for  expectant  mothers  retiuiring  rest  rather  than  special  forms  of  treat¬ 
ment,  and  a  number  of  patients  have  been  admitted  from  the  division  during 
the  year, 

(o)  Dental  Caro. 

In  the  absence  of  a  dental  clinic  and  an  adequate  staff, 
expectant  mothers  in  need  of  treatment  have  boon  referred  to  local  pract¬ 
itioners  who  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  County  Council  in  this  work. 
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Their  co-operation  has  been  willingly  given  and  I  should  like  to  put  on 
record  my  appreciation  of  their  services, 

(f)  Care  of  Premature  Infants, 

A  premature  infant  is  defined  a"  one  weighing  5^  pounds  or  less 
at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation*  Premature  infants  bom 
in  hospital  or  maternity  home  are  cured  for  there.  Those  bom  at  homo  may 
be  admitted  to  hospital  if  conditions  are  unsuitable,  but  special  equipment, 
clothing,  oxygon  etc.,  is  maintained  in  the  division  for  use  in  treating 
the  premature  babios  at  home,  and  is  convoyed  by  ambulance  on  tho  midwife’s 
request, 

(g)  Day  Nurseries,  ! 

This  service  provides  for  tho  care  of  tho  young  child  whose 
mother  is  ill;  the  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  goes  out  to  work;  tho 
children  of  parents  living  in  conditions  likely  to  be  injurious  to  their 
health;  tho  child  of  a  widow  who  has  to  work  to  koop  her  family,  and  the 
children  of  mothers  engaged  in  essential  industry. 

The  Earby  Nursery  which  has  40  places,  has  boon  open  throughout 
tho  year,  and  has  undertaken  practical  training  for  tho  syllabus  of  tho 
National  Nursery  Examination  Board, 

Unfortunately  tho  construction  of  tho  long  awaited  day  nursery 
at  Bamoldswick  has  not  yot  started.  This  is  rogrottablo  as  there  is  a  groat 
demand  for  female  workers  in  tho  town. 

No  night  accommodation  is  available  within  tho  Division, 

(h)  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948* 

Tho  supervision  of  nurseries,  and  homos  whore  daily  minders 
receive  children  for  reward,  is  now  tho  responsibility  of  tho  local  health 
authority.  Although  a  certain  amount  of  daily  minding  is  carried  out  in 
tho  Division,  no  registrations  have  boon  accepted  as  tho  nxmibor  of  children 
cared  for  has  never  reached  tho  statutorily  permitted  n\miber  which  mokes 
registration  compulsory, 

( i )  Caro  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children, 


Tho  County  Medical  Officer  makes  arrangements  for  admission  to 
hospital,  or  hostel  care  in  Homos  administered  by  voluntary  bodies,  when 
required,  Patients  in  their  own  homos  have  tho  services  of  the  midwives  and 
health  visitors. 

For  additional  assistance  in  this  important  work  wo  are  especially 
indebted  to  Miss,  Fielding,  tho  Organising  Secretary  of  tho  Bradford  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Council, 
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mhwifert  s::mc3S 

Although  it  is  desirable  to  separate  home  nursing  from 
midwifery  vrhoro  circvimstances  permit,  it  is  difficult  in  rural  areas. 
To  do  so  would  greatly  increase  the  mileage  covered  by  the  staff,  and 
perhaps  bo  to  the  patients  detriment. 

Four  whole-time  midwivos  aro  therefore  employed,  and  oight 
combino  midv;ifory  with  homo  nursing.  Whoro  a  doctor  attends  the 
confincanont  tho  midwife  acts  as  maternity  nurse. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  training  midwivos  in  tho  use  of  gas 
and  air  analgosia,  and  it  is  likoly  that  all  tho  midvrivos  vrill  bo 
trained  and  equipped  v;ith  apparatus  by  early  1950,

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6.  HEALTH  VISITING 

Health  Visitors  aro  provided  for  homo  visiting,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advico  as  to  tho  care  of  young  children,  persons  suffering  from 
illness  and  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  and  as  to  tho  moasuros  nccossary 
to  prevent  the  sproad  of  infection.  Such  aro  thoir  duties  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act.  In  practice  they  do  very  much  more  in  this 
Division,  including  attendance  at  the  ante-natal,  child  -vrolfaro,  and  school 
clinics,  Y/ork  as  school  nurses,  and  following  up  patients  discharged  from 
hospital  YJhon  required. 

Having  access  to  thoir  homos,  and  the  supervision  of  children 
from  shortly  after  birth  to  tho  time  when  they  leave  school,  tho  health 
visitor  is  in  a  position  to  exercise  her  skill  and  knoY^lcdgo  to  tho  utmost 
in  advising  on  a  multitude  of  problems  and  promoting  healthy  living 
conditions  in  the  families  she  visits.  This  v/ork  has  boon  and  remains, 
of  the  greatest  value  to  tho  community,

7.  Hai'.IB  NURSING 

It  is  tho  County  Council’s  duty  to  make  provision  in  its  area 
for  securing  tho  attendance  of  nurses  on  persons  Y/ho  require  nursing  in 
thoir  oYjn  homos.  This  has  boon  done  by  taking  over  tho  Y/ork  of  voluntary 
nursing  associations,  and  organising  a  full  time  service  of  nurses  and 
nurso-midYJivos,  Y7ith  a  staff  Y/hich  has  provod  adequate  to  moot  all  demands 
in  tho  Division. 

Tho  majority  of  nurses  have  cars,  either  thoir  oyoi  or  provided 
by  tho  County  Council.  All  aro  comfortably  housed,  in  either  thoir  ovni 
homos  or  houses  provided  by  the  County  Council. 

Relief  is  provided  for  off  duty  and  holidays,  Thoir  Yjorking 
conditions  aro  therefore  good  and  they  aro  in  a  position  to  give  an  efficient 
service.

8.  VACCINATION  AND  BimiSATIQN 


Undor  the  National  Health  Sorvico  Act  tho  local  health  authority 
has  a  statutory  duty  to  make  arrangemonts  for  persons  in  its  area  to 
bo  vaccinated  against  small  pox  and  immunisod  against  diphtheria.  At 
tho  some  timo  tho  Vaccination  Acts  wero  ropoalod  and  vaccination  of 
infants  coasod  to  be  compulsory. 

Va.ee inat ion  is  now  offered  to  tho  parents  vfithin  one  month  of 
tho  child's  birth,  and  if  desired  is  carried  out  by  their  medical 
practitioner  or  at  a  child  welfare  centre.  Tho  response  has  boon 
disappointing,  rjid  every  effort  is  being  made  to  correct  tho  illusion 
that  tho  present  relative  freedom  from  outbroaks  of  small  pox  is  a 
good  reason  for  coasing  to  vaccinate  infants. 

Bettor  results  havo  been  obtained  v/ith  diphtheria  immunisation, 
which  is  carried  out  by  tho  medical  practitioners,  at  clinics  and  at 
school  health  inspections.  Although  there  havo  been  no  casos  of 
diphtheria  during  tho  year  tho  aim  of  protocting  75^  of  axl  children 
a.gc.inst  this  disoaso  has  not  been  reached.  And  tintil  it  is, 
propaganda  by  every  method  available  must  bo  sustained. 

A  special  monthly  immunisation  and  vaccination  clinic  vjas  opened 
in  Skipton  in  August,  this  being  additional  to  tho  facilities  already 
in  existence  at  all  clinics. 

Lymph  for  vaccination  is  available  free  of  charge  from  tho  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  and  diphtheria  prophylactics  from  the  Health  Office. 
Immunisation  against  vjhooping  cough  has  not  been  given  through  tho 
local  health  authority's  sorvicos,  but  may  bo  available  in  tho  coming 
year  if  trials  of  a  now  vaccine  come  up  to  expectations,

9.  AlffiUIANCB  SERVICES 


During  the  year  the  ambulance  service  previously  operated  by 
the  Skipton  and  District  Motor  Ambulance  Coramittoo  7jas  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council  and  a  depot  established  at  Burnside  House.  Eventually  this 
will  become  the  main  depot  for  the  Division. 

Parishes  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Division  and  Silsden  Urban 
District  are  served  by  the  County  Council’s  depot  at  Keighley:  with  the 
exception  of  Addingham  and  Beamsley  which  are  served  by  the  Guisley  depot. 

The  remainder  of  the  Division  is  covered  by  the  Bamoldswick  and  Earby  Urban 
District  Council’s  ambulances,  and  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  vehicle  at 
Grassington.  These  are  operated  on  an  agency  basis  for  the  County  Council. 
This  service  is  now  free,  and  calls  on  it  have  increased  greatly  during  the 
year.  Despite  this,  an  efficient  service  has  been  maintained. 

10.  FiMTAL  HEAITH 


The  functions  devolving  upon  the  Local  Health  Authority  under 
existing  legislation  relating  to  mental  treatment  and  mental  deficiency 
aro:- 

(a)  The  appointment  of  duly  authorised  officers  to  take  initial 
proceedings  for  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  who  are  to  bo 
dealt  with  under  the  Limacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts; 
functions  previously  exorcised  by  Relieving  Officers.

Tho  sorvicos  of  a  montal  health  social  worker  have  been  shared 
with  Division  2  during  tho  year.  Miss.  Wallace  being  succeeded  by  Miss. 
Hattorsloy  in  October.  It  has  been  their  responsibility  to  supervise  the 
defectives  and  to  ensure  that  they  are  adequately  controlled  and  cared 
for;  to  provide  reports  for  mental  hospitals  on  patients  admitted,  on 
licence,  or  discharged;  and  to  provide  similar  information  for  mental 
deficiency  institutions. 

In  addition,  they  have  given  valuable  assistance  to  the  Educational 
Psychologist  in  connection  with  his  fortnightly  Child  Guidence  Clinics 
organised  under  the  School  Health  Service.  Although  this  work  is  actually 
outside  the  terms  of  their  appointment,  it  is  a  vitally  important  piece 
of  social' and  preventive  medicine  which  we  are  at  present  in  a  position  to 
undertake. 
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Ti^ese  duties  have  left  very  little  time  for  the  training  and 
teaching  of  defectives,  and  as  yet  there  is  no  Occupation  Centre  in  the 
area  to  undertake  this  work. 


Great  difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  securing 
accommodation  for  mental  defectives,  particularly  the  lowest  grade  types. 
This  accommodation  is  provided  by  institutions  under  the  control  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  they  are  all  short  of  bods.  HOT/evor, 
vacancies  for  throe  of  our  worst  cases  wore  eventually  found  during  the 
course  of  the  year.

11.  Kaa  HELP  S3HyiCS. 

Tlic  object  of  this  servico  is  to  provide  assistance  for  tho  ill, 
the  lying  in,  ozpoctant  mothers,  tho  montally  defect ivo,  tho  agod,  and 
for  children  of  school  ago  usually  v/hon  tho  mother  is  in  hospital. 

By  its  provision,  tho  effect ivenoss  of  tho  homo  nursing  and 
midvrifory  services  is  increased,  end  tho  demand  for  hospital  bods  to 
some  extont  reduced.  It  is  not  a  froo  sorvico,  but  tho  scale  which  is 
operated  for  tho  recovery  of  foos  is  gonorous. 

The  Divisional  allocation  of  homo  helps  is  olcvon,  either  whole 
timo  or  tho  equivalent  in  part  time  holps.  Difficiilty  has  boon 
oxporicncod  in  obtaining  suitablo  staff,  and  this  is  likely  to  persist 
vdiilst  full  employment  is  available  in  moro  attractive  occupations  and 
trades,  Thu  allocation  of  homo  holps  is  insufficient  to  maut  demands, 
and  tho  adrainistrativo  machinory  is  involved  and  cumborsomo.  Despite 
thosQ  difficulties,  much  useful  work  has  boon  dono,  and  many  letters 
and  mossagos  of  approciation  rocoivod,

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There  is  still  a  need  for  a  limited  nmaber  of  whole-time 
salaried  home  helps,  who  could  be  directed  to  homes  (particularly  those 
of  aged  and  semi-invalid)  as  the  occasion  arises,  and  do  much  or  little 
work  as  circumstances  indicated. 

Their  employment  would  go  far  towards  easing  the  burdens  of 
such  people,  and  reduce  the  time  taken  up  by  supervision  and  administration 
under  tho  existing  organisation. 


12.  PEEi^TION  OF  ILINESS  MD  A?TER  CARE. 

Although  local  health  authorities  have  long  had  an  interest  in  this 
sphere,  tho  National  Health  Service  Act  empowers  them  to  make  arrangements 
for  tho  purpose  of  the  prevention  of  illness  and  for  tho  care  and  after 
care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or  mental  defectiveness.  Those 
powers  open  up  a  wide  field  of  work  which  will  eventually  bo  of  groat 
benefit  to  tho  community, 

A  start  has  been  mado  by  the  adoption  of  a  scheme  to  provide 
each  nurse  with  sick  room  equipment  for  issue  on  loan  to  their  patients. 

Crutches,  invalid  chairs  etc,,  may  also  be  supplied  when  not  provided 
through  the  hospital  service.  The  local  cinemas  have  co-oporated  in  the 
display  of  information  relating  to  diphtheria  immunisation  and  accident 
prevention. 


Gasos  referred  for  after-care  by  Almoners  at  hospitals  have 
boon  visited,  and  advised  or  treated  as  necessary.  This  work  will  increase 
as  co-ordination  between  the  hospitals  and  Health  Services  improves. 
Convalescent  homo  treatment  for  varying  periods  has  boon  provided  for 
eleven  patients  during  the  year  on  their  doctor’s  recommendation,  and 
extra  milk  supplied  to  certain  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Assistance  has  been  given  to,  and  a  close  liaison  maintained 
with  tho  Chest  Physician,  tho  NsS.P.CeCe  Inspector,  tho  Probation  Officer, 
tho  Area  Welfare  Officer,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  tho  Blind  Persons 
Toachor,  and  tho  Disablement  Rehabilitation  Officer  whore  joint  action 
vjas  indicated. 


Tho  dissemination  of  information  on  tho  prevention  of  illness 
is  regarded  as  tho  responsibility  of  all  members  of  tho  staff;  and  leaflets 
posters,  and  display  sets  for  clinics  havo  boon  provided  to  assist  them  in 
this  work,  I  regard  this  personal  approach  as  quite  the  host  moans  of 
promoting  health  education,  although  other  methods  will  bo  used  when  time  and 
staff  permit. 


13,  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -  WRLFARB  SERVICES. 

Section  47  of  this  Act  provides  that  ’’where  a  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  a  county  district  certifies  that  a  person  is  suffering  from  a 
grave  chronic  disease  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated 
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is  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  imablo  to  devoto  to  himsolf 
and  is  not  rocoiving  from  other  persons,  proper  caro  and  attention, 
tho  County  District  Council  may  apply  to  a  court  of  summary  jurisdic¬ 
tion  for  an  order  to  romovo  tho  person  to  a  suitable  hospital  or 
othoi  placo  and  bo  maintained  thoro”.  Action  under  this  section  has 
not  boon  taken,  as  altomativo  methods  of  dealing  with  tho  few  cases 
coming  to  notice  wore  found  practicable  and  proforablo. 

Hoj'UiS  for  aged  people  are  maintained  by  the  Welfare 
Division  in  this  district  at  tho  Shroggs,  (Stoeton)  and  Farfiold 
Hall  (Addingham).  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  tho  County 
Ophthalmologist,  dental  officer,  and  nurses  to  attend  these  Homes 
as  required.  Also,  for  the  attendance  of  local  medical 
practitioners. 

Part-time  homo  helps  have  been  provided  for  some  blind 
persons  living  in  their  ovm  homes. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  persons  without  a  settled 
way  of  living  do  not  present  a  problem  in  this  area.  The  Ajoa 
Officer  of  the  National  Assistance  Board  arranges  for  their 
admission  to  reception  centres  at  Bradford  or  Bumloy  whore  efforts 
are  made  to  influence  tho  men  to  load  a  more  settled  life. 
Rehabilitation  rather  than  the  more  provision  of  accommodation  is  the 
aim.
